Biography 
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Born in Merced, California on June 5, 1946, activist and administrator Nancy “Rusty” Barcelo 
earned the Bachelor of Arts degree in Social Welfare and Corrections from Chico State 
University in 1969. Barcelo arrived at the University of Iowa as a graduate student in 1970. In 
1971 she and fellow students Antonio Zavalla and Ruth Pushetonequa founded the Chicano 
Indian-American Student Union (CIASU). Barcelo earned her Master of Arts in Recreational 
Education in 1972. She left the University of Iowa to assume the position of Coordinator of 
Educational Opportunity Services at the University of Oregon from 1973 to 1975. After her time 
in Oregon, Barcelo returned to the University of Iowa where, in 1980, she became the first 
Mexican-American to earn a doctoral degree from the university. 

Following her graduation, Barcelo was hired by the University of Iowa, where she served as 
Acting Director of Affirmative Action (1982-1983), Director of Summer Session (1981-1987), 

Associate Director, Opportunity at Iowa, (1987-1994), Assistant Dean (1981-1995) and 
Assistant Provost, Opportunity at Iowa (1995-1996). From 1996 to 2001, Barcelo was Associate 
Vice President for Multicultural Affairs and the Chair of the Chicana Studies Department at the 
University of Minnesota. She left that position in 2001 to become the Vice President for 
Minority Affairs and Diversity at the University of Washington in Seattle. 

Barcelo is credited as the moving force behind the National Initiative for Women in Higher 
Education (NIWHE). Since moving to Washington, she has chaired Mujeres Activas en Letras y 
Cambio Social (MALCS) and the Washington State Native American Advisory Board (NAAB). 

Her honors include establishment of the Rusty Barcelo Award at the University of Minnesota 
that honors faculty, staff and students who, through their own work on campus, foster 
multicultural community building. In 2004, Barcelo received the Ohtli award, a special 
recognition presented by the Mexican government to Mexicans or Latinos whose work has 
benefited Mexicans living abroad. 


Scope and Content Note 

The Nancy V. “Rusty” Barcelo papers date from 1946 to 2005 and measure 5 linear feet. The 
collection is organized into five series: Personal, Professional Career, Photographs, Family 
History and Artifacts. The Personal series focuses on Barcelo’s youth, education and 
participation in sports, and includes correspondence with her family. 

The Professional Career series is separated into several sub-series. The University of Oregon 
sub-series focuses on the years 1973-1975 during which Barcelo held the position of 
Educational Opportunity Services Coordinator. The series includes reports prepared by that 
office, files documenting challenges faced by minority students and conflicts between groups on 
campus. The sub-series University of Iowarepresents the bulk of the collection and is arranged 
chronologically. This series reflects Barcelo’s career advances and her professional interests as 
well as her involvement with students on and off campus and with the larger community. The 
series illustrates the ways in which Barcelo’s work as student, administrator, community 
member and activist often intersected. Barcelo’s work for Opportunity at Iowa recruiting 
minority students to the University brought her into contact with Latino communities throughout 
the Midwest. As a result, the University of Iowa series is a rich source of information on Latinos 
and other minorities, not only in Iowa but in the Midwest. Materials documenting the history of 
Latinos in Iowa include a 1963 economic survey of Cooks Point, a Mexican-American 
community in the railroad yards of Davenport. The University of Minnesota and University of 
Washington sub-series include correspondence, speeches and newspaper articles from 1996- 
2002.

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The majority of the Photographs are unidentified and undated. They include a wide range of 
social, academic and political activities. The Family History series contains photocopies of 
legal documents and correspondence pertaining to Barcelo’s ancestors and their military service 
in Mexico. Due to their fragility, the original documents are closed. The Artifacts series 
consists of materials pertaining to Barcelo’s activism, including a banner and a medal.

Venceslao Jaramillo of El Rito was a prominent and influential Republican political figure, rancher and 
visionary of the late territorial and early statehood periods in New Mexico. He, with the assistance of 
former territorial Governor Bradford Prince, was the founder in 1910 of the educational institution now 
known as Northern New Mexico College, originally called the Spanish American Normal School. 

The school began operations prior to statehood (1912). Jaramillo donated the land for the school’s 
campus in El Rito and provided other substantial financial and political support through his elected 
positions in county, territorial and state governments and powerful influence throughout New Mexico. His 
early death put an end to widespread expectations that Jaramillo would shortly be elected governor. 

Earlier this year a group of concerned individuals-mostly from El Rito-dismayed over the college’s 
abandonment of operations and facilities at El Rito, formed la Sociedad Venceslao Jaramillo as an 
advocacy organization with the principal agenda of reversing that abandonment and in working to resolve 
the continuing crisis of the past decade the college's overall operations and policies. 

One of the paramount issues related to the abandonment of El Rito is that the state constitution 
specifically identifies El Rito as the legal seat of the college. According to law, the campus in Espahola is 
actually a “branch” of the college. 

Additionally, an unambiguous provision of the state statutes specifically states that one of the college’s 
five regents must be an individual who resides in or near El Rito. None of the current members of the 
NNMC Board of Regents is such an individual. 

And Gov. Susana Martinez has refused to fill a vacancy on the board (due to a regent’s mid-term 
resignation) for over one year. Currently the board is functioning with only four of its 
legally/constitutionally mandated five regents. 



Also, the state statutes specifically require that the college’s curriculum meet the needs of the residents of 
the community it serves and that the curriculum include technical/career programs in addition to 
baccalaureate degree programs. The college has cancelled virtually all of its career/technical programs 
in violation of that statutory requirement. 

Not least among the disturbing events associated with this crisis in the last several months were the 
forced resignations of the college’s president and two other senior college officials. 

The Board of Regents has appointed four “presidential search advisory teams’’ to assist them in the 
selection of a new president. That process will be completed and a new president hired within three 
months. Those teams represent three college constituencies (administration/staff, faculty and students) 
while the fourth constituency is the “community at large.” The three college teams consist of seven 
members each. 

As a result of the efforts of la Sociedad Venceslao Jaramillo, the board named three members of that 
organization to the 10-member "community advisory team." They are Felipe Martinez (former county 
commissioner), Andy Lopez (executive director of las Clinicas del Norte) and Juan Garcia (water district 
manager)—all of El Rito. 

The Saturday, March 12, forum/town hall meeting at the Rural Events Center sponsored by la Sociedad 
Venceslao Jaramillo will include presentations by presidential search advisory team/Sociedad members 
Andy Lopez, Juan Garcia and Felipe Martinez as well as by Sociedad research/investigations director 
Jake Arnold. 

Matters to be covered at this event include: 

• Details of the presidential search process and the qualification/characteristics being sought for 
the individual chosen for that position. 

• History of the school through various phases and “name” incarnations over the past 105 years 
from the 1910 Spanish American Normal School to the barely-functioning 2016 Northern New 
Mexico College. 

• Return of the college to its historic “community college” mission and reinstitution of 
career/technical programs. 

• Resurrection, renovation and repairs at the NNMC legal/home campus at El Rito. 

• Resurrection of academic/training/continuing education programs at the NNMC legal/home 
campus at El Rito. 

• Pending litigation in which the college is currently embroiled including four “whistleblower” 
lawsuits filed by former faculty/staff and another lawsuit involving the canceled “Espanola 
college dormitory” project; settlements/judgments in these five district court case have the 
potential of sending college into functional bankruptcy. 

• Status of several investigations/audits of the college by various state agencies and the legal 
and administrative consequences of those inquiries/findings. 

• Violations/suppressions of the constitutional/free speech/dissent rights of college 
students/staff/faculty and campus visitors by the college—a public institution/facility bound by 
law to observe/protect those rights—and violations by the college of the New Mexico 
Inspection of Public Records Act (IPRA). 

• Biographies/resumes/dossiers of the currently-sitting Board of Regents members and senior 
college officials. 



NORTHERN NEW MEXICO COLLEGE 
BOARD OF REGENTS MEETING 
FEBRUARY 9, 2010 


I. CALL TO ORDER 

A special meeting of the Board of Regents of Northern New Mexico College was held on Wednesday, 
February 9, 2011 in the Boardroom of the Montoya Administration Building on the Espanola Campus! 
Regents present: Michael P. Branch, Alfred Herrera, Feliberto Martinez, and Theresa Martinez. Regent 
Cecille Martinez-Wechsler could not attend the meeting and was excused. Board President Michael 
Branch called the meeting to order at 8:39 a.m. 

Northern New Mexico College staff present: Dr. Nancy Barcelo, President; Domingo Sanchez, Interim 
Chief Financial Officer; Susan Pacheco, Chief of Staff; Rebecca Cabildo Director of Special Needs; and 
Josephine Aguilar, Assistant to the President and Recording Secretary. Others present: Tim Crone, 
faculty; and Chris Mcguinness, Reporter with the Rio Grande Sun. 


II. APPROVAL OF AGENDA 

The final agenda was approved as presented. 


III. NEW BUSINESS 

A. Review and approval of NNMC’s Fiscal Operations Recovery Plan. 

President Barcelo reported that Mr. Domingo Sanchez, III, was hired as Interim Chief Financial Officer 
(CFO) on January 31, 2011 to assist the College in resolving a number of budget approval/reporting 
issues and in preparing the Fiscal 2010 audit. Mr. Sanchez has extensive higher education finance 
experience having been Chief Financial Officer at New Mexico Highlands University and the College of 
Santa Fe, and overseen finance operations at Santa Fe Community College. He also served as Santa Fe 
County Manager and, most recently, as Deputy Secretary of the New Mexico Department of 
Transportation. 

Mr. Sanchez presented a copy of Northern New Mexico College’s (NNMC) “Fiscal Operations Recovery 
Plan” that was developed about two weeks ago to address and resolve legacy budget and financial issues 
perpetuated by prior administrations from several years back, which are now of immediate concerns to the 
College, as well as to the Higher Education Department (HED), Department of Finance and 
Administration (DFA), and the Legislative Finance Committee (LFC). This plan is being presented to 
the Board of Regents for formal approval. A copy of this plan is attached and is also duplicated in its 
entirety below. 

The Fiscal Operations Recovery Plan will ensure: 1) finalization of NNMC’s FY11 (2010-2011) 
Operating Budget; 2) that documents necessary for auditors to complete the FY10 (2009-2010) audit are 
prioritized; and 3) that the financial resources and staff are used as efficiently as possible in order to 
ensure the timely preparation and submission ot all required statutory and/or regulatory budget, cash or 
financial reports. In order to do this, NNMC has begun assembling a professional team of experts 
knowledgeable in the necessary areas to accomplish this task. 
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IMMEDIA TE PRIORITIES - NNMC ADMINISTRA TION 


> By January 31, 2011, appoint an Interim Chief Financial Officer (CFO) with a working knowledge of 
DFA, LFC and HED reporting requirements and experience in the actual management of fiscal 
operations for higher education, to work closely with NNMC’s Chief of Staff; (This was 
accomplished by hiring Mr. Domingo Sanchez III.) 

> Contact SunGard Higher Education (Banner) regional representatives by January 28, 2011, to assist 
NNMC in the development and coordination of an on-site Banner Finance Module training plan for 
all financial personnel; 

> Develop a Communication Plan for informing DFA, LFC, HED, area Legislators and the Board of 
Regents of NNMC’s progress regarding its Fiscal Operations Recovery Plan by February 4, 2011; 
and 

> By February 28, 2011, prepare estimated cash-projections, revenues and expenditures through fiscal 
year-end (June 30, 2011), to ensure available resources are sufficient enough to address current-year 
budgetary requirements. 

IMMEDIA TE PRIORITIES - NNMC A UDIT 

> Complete the preparation of operational cash account reconciliations for NNMC’s auditor, Moss 
Adams, by February 21, 2010; 

> Review auditor’s PBC list with NNMC staff by February 2, 2011, to identify any outstanding items 
necessary for Moss Adams to complete its field work; and 

> Meet with Moss Adams by February 4, 2011, to discuss the status of any outstanding items necessary 
to complete the audit and to determine an estimated date of completion of the FY10 (2009-2010) 
audit. 

IMMEDIA TE PRIORITIES - HED 

> Meet with Staff and third-party auditing firm by February 2, 2011, to discuss and finalize the 
approach to be used to determine beginning fund balances and a time schedule for the completion of 
this work; 

> Meet with HED by February 4, 2011, prior to NNMC resubmitting its FY11 (2010-2011) operating 
budget for final review and approval, to ensure that there are no differing opinions regarding the 
approach taken to determine initial beginning fund balances for budgeting purposes; and 

> Meet with HED by February 4, 2011, to discuss any other outstanding administrative issues or 
concerns necessary to reestablish normal financial reporting requirements. 

In addition, NNMC will immediately begin an assessment of existing staff resources and its financial 

infrastructure. The assessment will identify deficiencies in current staff resources and determine training 

requirements necessary to ensure that the staff is capable of utilizing the Banner accounting system to: 1) 

properly record beginning balances and interim detailed financial transactions; 2) compute fund balances; 

3) report budget balances; and 4) allow for the use of journal entries for the accurate maintenance of the 
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general ledger, in accordance with generally-accepted accounting principles and standards set by the New 
Mexico State Auditor and the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. 

Mr. Sanchez stated that all deadlines mentioned above were met and the College continues to update all 
parties involved. He indicated that the work to determine correct beginning fund balances will be 
resolved within seven to ten days with the assistance of Kardas, Abeyta & Weiner, P.C. Preparation of 
operational cash accountant reconciliations for the auditors will be complete in about two weeks. The 
FY11 operating budget will be presented to the Board of Regents for final review and approval. Mr. 
Sanchez will work with representatives of Banner to develop a thorough training program for the Finance 
Department staff. A slight delay occurred because of some school closures due to snow days and the 
recent natural gas crises. However, Mr. Sanchez believes the school will get into a routine fairly soon so 
everyone is on the same page and reporting is back on track. 

President Barcelo expressed her appreciation for the work Mr. Sanchez has accomplished in the short 
time he has been on board. She stated the College will emerge as a stronger institution as a result of 
addressing its financial concerns at this point in time. 

The Regents thanked President Barcelo and staff for taking a proactive role and for working so diligently 
to get the budget back on track, and for taking steps to reduce spending in anticipation of upcoming 
budget cuts from the State. Because Northern’s resources have not kept pace with its recent growth, the 
proposed budget cuts will be even more challenging. The Regents requested a complete update at the 
next Board of Regents regular meeting. 

Regent Theresa Martinez moved to approve the College’s Fiscal Operations Recovery Plan as 
presented. Motion carried unanimously. 


IV. ADJOURNAMENT 

Regent Theresa Martinez moved to adjourn the meeting. The meeting adjourned at 9:10 a.m.
